MESSAGE TO BE READ AT PUBLIC 
« MEETINGS 


ON GANDHIJI'S FIRST ANNIVERSARY DAY 


(CONGRESS WORKING com. 
MITTEE which met in Delhi 
had decided that the following 
message should be read at public 
‘meetings convened on the frst 
death anniversary day of Gandhi 
fad that there should be no other 
“Speeches on that occasion: 
“During her long. history of 
struggle for freedom, carted from 
feeneration to generation, India 
Experienced both sorrow and ful 
filment and many triumphs and 
defeats. Bu under the super- 
leadership of the Father of the 
ation, sortow was made {0 
‘chasten and puirify the people and 
every defeat was turned into an 
Incentive for redoubled effor and. 
2 prelude to vicwry. 
“Recent years have been a time 
‘of trial and difficulty but aan the 
rmemage of Gandhi inwpired the 
nation, These yeats haye browght 
fulfilment in a measure, and the 








Ieavy indeed, for the Motherland 
Iias been cut ip two, and fllow- 
ing this ilsfated partition, mad- 
ness descended upon the people 
‘and all the great ideals for which 
Gandhiji had stood seemed. for 
the moment to be eclipsed. That 
darkness was illumined by the 
Ieartening mestage of Gandhi, 
fad innumerable sorrowing hearts 
ddsew strength and solace from it. 

“Then come the greatest blow 
of all, the assassination of him 
‘who was the embodiment of love 
od the gentle and unconquerable 
Spirit of India. Thum the very 
Schievement for which India tact 
laboured. acl which war a cul- 
mination of long struggle browghe 
tno plow of freedom but sorrow 
‘nd dismay. 

Tn reverent memory of Gandhi 
and in homage 40 his teachings. 
the country faced. these ternble 
‘ria; the greatest of which was 
the cra of the spirit whicls had 
‘louded India's mind aod. nade 
hher forget for a. while the great 
lego which the Master "had! 
taught. 

‘A full year has. pane. since 
the passing. away’ of ‘him who 
browght freedom. to the nation 
and. gave it life, On this first 
Snniversary we pay homage to 
that great spicit and. 1. his great 
message, and we-resolye 10. con» 
tinue the service of the people of 
India aod humanity in. the light 
of that life-giving meamage. 

“Having stained political free 
dom for the tation through non 
Violent action under the leader 
hip of Gandhi, we have now to

“We will endeavour with all 
earnestness to face the difficulties 
and crises of today, both national 
tnd international, in the light of 
that message, 20. that India. may 
row in feeedom and moral sature 
and the great objectives for which 
‘Gandhi stood may be flied.”

“Two decades of colonial ie 
hhave impressed upon Me. Gandhi 
the futility of demanding the open 
door for Beitish Tadians ia every 
pat of the Empire, He has oon- 
fentrated his energies upon 
securing practical benefits for his 
people, instead of wasting bis 
‘trengiiin shouting for theoretical 
claims which he ows South 
Arca will never grant; and hich 
thewhole weight of the Betis 
Empice could not force it 10 can: 
cede. If when Mr. Gandhi's 
fmante falls upon his succesor it 
‘carries with it a full. meaouee of 
his common sease recognition of 
the ‘rights and needs of white 
South Africa, one may have no 
fese for the future. "One cannot 
expect that the future will be 
ctirely free from diffculty. Tesde

‘dusteies. They can never be en- 
thusiastic about these. They may 
for wont of a device of theie own 
accept Basic Education but they 
‘will mutilate it that it wil not 
work, Let them know thae such 
Spportunist conformity. will” mot 
Strengthen their own jeology “or 
programme but will” be demo 
falising, if not for the leaders, 
surely for the vank and fle. Let 
them also realise that in the world 
today there are two distinet eo 











from Marx and worked out by the 
Bolshevists, These two idelogies 
are separated by an uubridgeable 
gull, They are based upon dia 
Ietrical opposite moralities and 
philosophies of life, What is good 
fa the one i not 0 in the other.

If there 
is conflict let that be a friendly 
rivalry. But then euch rivalry can 
conly be bated upon truth and 
nonviolence, Can the Marxists 
accept the necessity change in 
their faitht ff they can, they 
may not afterall find much differ 
fence between themselves and 
Gandhiji, ‘They will not only

‘Let us look at another South 
Aficanproblem—the Indian 
minority. 

‘When the South Aftican Gov- 
ernment legislated against the 
Tndian minoeity, India imame- 
diately brought case before U.N. 
‘tugging South Aiea with the 
Fnfringement of the human rights 
dopect of the Charter, At the 
General Assembly in 1946, South 
‘Africa stood condemned. ‘General 
‘Smuea was refused the right to 
‘bring the matter before the Inter- 
national Court of Justice. This 
resulted in bitter controversy and 

antiU.N. feeling in South 
‘Aisica. For the first time South 
‘Africa received the full weight of 
world public opinion against her. 
‘Much has bees made out of the 
fac that there was an) overwhelm 
ing “coloured” vote at the U.N.

In conclusion, let us consider 
the destiny of ‘the black man, 
‘Truth must not be concealed orn 
any section of mankind.

The 
Sitferent destinies created also the 
various sufferings, the persecuted 
minorities, alavery and. the ex- 
ploited. “That is why the black 
Iman had a diflerest destiny from 
that of the white man, 

‘Now, all mankind has a) com- 
‘mon destiny. Science, whea let 
foose in warfare, cannot favour or 
discrimiaate. AS thing look at 
present, the destiny of mankind 
Spears to be one of doom —doom 
foe all, whether white or black. 
‘The only alternative is universal 
jen, A universal treat can only 
bbe answered by & universal de- 
fence, And defence can ae laager 
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be meawured in terme of armas 
‘ments, but by. poodwil, because 
the splitting of the atom i a 
challenge fo mankind to take sioce 
of ite. 

Te is, therefore, oat a cainci- 
dence that the emergence of the 
United Nations conception should 
synchronise with the advent of 
the atomic era. The Charter is 
the result of mankind haviag. 

It ix the 
ospel of the highest ideals of 
Ssthics, morality and justice yet

“Almost all the Indians 
‘ot evacuated frons thin area were 
sicher killed, burnt to death ot 
left dying. While the men were 
clubbed 19 death, Indian women 
land young girls were raped by the 
infuriated Natives, This state of 
arson and Tooting continued 
throughout the night and when 
further military and nayal sein 
{orcements arrived many instances 
fsccurred where these forces had 
to resort to the une of ftearms 10 
protect life and property, 

"On Saturday, January 15, 
further police and. military rein 
forcements arrived om various 
centres in the Union and. by that 
evening, save for sporadic out- 
breaks of Violence, the situation 
was quiet.” The incidence of the 
occurrences dwindled, and by 
January 17 everything was nor 
imal—superficilly at least. 

There are significant features 
in the course taken by these dis 
orders. To the beginning the 
Natives desired. to “punish” ta 
ddians. ‘They directed their aten 
tion to the persons of thele ad 
Versaries rater than 19. property. 
But public violence thrives by

It was of 
portance to him and h 
party, which is ta power, as 
potential Republicans. 























General Smuts, however, 
saw no good will come out 
of it even before the Prime 
Ministers met.

‘A vicious citele is set up—pre. 
judice causes discrimination and 
then diserimination ia tan breeds 
prejudice. That is what is hap- 
pening. in South “Attica. Every 
step taken to break off contact 
between the races, 30 far from 
magically producing harmony in 
their relations, ie more likely 10 
produce conflict between thee.

Senator Brookes Withdraws 
Objection 

The Asiatic Land Tenure 
Amendment Bill was rushed 
Hirough the Senate, the Com- 
tmittee and all the rest of the 
stages on Thursday, June 30. 

‘Senator E. H. Brookes, during 
the motion for the second reading 
fa the Senate, said the United 
Nations had atked South Aftica 
to settle ts differences with India 
and Pakistan at a round-table 
‘conference. If India and Pakistan 
‘made an approach there could be 
soothing more unfortunate than 
this Bill, which latroduced a aes 
principle—the freezing of th 
‘economic conditions of Indians 
by: imposing new restrictions oo 
business premises. Tt was, he 
said, 9 base thing to. deal with 
tunfranchised people without dix 
cussion, 10 force things down 
their theoats, The Bill proposed 
to move the restricions othe 
Fight of inspectors to enter pre 
‘mises. Why ¢ 

Replying to the debate, the 
Minister of the Interior, Dr. T- 
E, Donges, ssid the Bill sought to 
Hop evasions of the present law. 
There wae continusl evasion. 
‘The fodians had been given the 
right in the same way a8 Buro- 
peans to give their opinions on 
the existing laws. The Indians, 
therefore, ‘could not complain 
tat they'bad aot been consulted. 
‘The Minister said he had heen 
assured that night inspection. was 
necemary. Tt could only be de 
‘cided that business premises were 
lwsed as residences if theie users 
slept there at night. 

‘Senator Brookes objected to the 
‘Commitee stages being taken the 
same diy. The Leader of the 
Opposition, Senator A. M. Con- 
roy, asked Senator Brookes to 
withdraw his objection, Senator 
Brookes said that in deference to 
the wishes expresied to him by 
many of his colleagues and parti- 
calarly an appeal made by Senator 
Conroy, he did aot wish to insist 
‘on his right t0 object to. the mo- 
tion. But he would like hie action 
tobe taken as a protest against the 
arrangements of the work and the 
Jeposition ofthe guillotine.

“Apartheid” Will Lead To 
‘Communism 

‘Although the members of the 
present Union Government pro- 
fewed to oppove Communinin their 
policy of apartheid did little for the 
‘countty except to act as an ineen+ 
tive for the spread of Commun 
iam, Me.G. L, Mallinson, M.P.C, 
for Durhaa District, cold Durban's 
Coloured community lant week. 
Me. Mallinson suggested that the 
Government was losing confidence 
‘and said that one of the causes of 
this Joes of confidence waa its 
policy of apartheid." Me. Maly 
Tinson said the use of police for 
the guarding of public enteances 
at the Johannesburg railway sta 
tion, in order 10 enforce apartheid, 
seemed to be a symbol of Naxism,

fn lines similar to America, where 
fone tation has been built from: 
many sationalities, but they are 
persisting in an attitude of looking 
fon other poople az ‘uitlandess' 
just an Kruger did.

A Federation Of Races In 
stead OF Countries Suggested 

Ika federation wae being cou: 
templated in Central Africa, or in 
anyother part of Africa where 
the problem of Black and White 
existed, it would have to be a 
federation of races and siot cotin- 
tries, said Dr. A. M. Keppel- 
Jones, of the Witwatersrand Uni 
verity, when he addressed the 
Rhodesian National Affairs Asso 
ation i Salisbury lant week. 
‘The problem in the Union (per~ 
haps more acute than in other 
‘cotinties) was that the more the 
[Natives made demands for eco 
‘omic and social betterment, the 
‘more the Eutopeans dug them- 
selves in for fear of Black domi: 
nation. Such fear could be dis 
plied by a federation of purely 





States. It would involve re- 
drawing the map to lay out areas 
of purely European paramountey 
and purely African. paramountcy. 
Bach State would be controlled 
politically by the race it belonged 
to, and each race could comotidate 
itself in ite own State and make 
certain laws of itm own. The 
federal legislature would be the 
‘meeting place of bosh racial 
‘States. Tn the Upper House 
there would be equal represent 
tion of the races, irrespective of 
population, and a two-thirds 
majority in the Srpate would 
safeguard each, Inv the Lower 
House, pertiaps there would be 
Eucopean control for 3 long time 
to come until the Native States 
were nulfciently developed 19 
‘secure full representation, Bvery- 
body qualified ro vote would have 
a federal vote. Under such a 
system the European fear of 
Black domination would be dis- 
pelle and with this fear removed, 
there could be no objection 10 
the development of the Native in 
this owa State, Such a plan, he 
suggested, could be applied both 
ta the Unien and Rhodesia even 
‘without federatian. 

With due deference 10 Dr. 
Keppel-Jones, we fail to see in 
this suggestion anything but 
another form of apartheid. Tt i 
like creating, “Englistan"” and 
“Kaftan; dividing up of 
‘Affica into White Africa and 
Black Africa just as has been 
done in India and in Palestine. 
‘That, in our view, is never going 
wo settle the issues between the 
Black and the White races. 


World Council Of Churches 
Interested In S.A. Race Re- 
lations 

Race discrimination, particu 
larly in South Aftica, will be the 
‘main subject to be considered by 

ye World Council of Churches 
atits next meting in Toronto, 
‘was announced by Dr. Ben 
jamin Mays, the Nejro President 
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United States, at 2 Press cou 
erence last week at the end of 
the Council's sie-day meeting in 
Chichester. “The racial problem 
‘throughout the world, and parti 
ularly in South Africa, will be 
thoroughly studied for the 
year,!" said De. Mays. The 
Bishop of Chichester, Dr. G. K. 
A, Bell, who is the chairman of 
the Council's central. committee, 
said that this yas 2 “burning 
question” and that there had 
been 4 deterioration of racial 
‘matters in South Aftica in vecent 
‘months. The question of racial 
policy in South Africa had larerly 
been disturbing to many members 
‘of the Christian Church both 
inside and outside South Afsica, 
American And S.A 
‘Conditions Compared 
‘A questioner at the Presa Con» 
ference relerted to above asked 
why as much attention would 
fot be devoted by the investigat 
ing commitice to racial affsire in 
America. The questioner poiated 
‘out that the lynching of negrees 
sill oc-urted in America and 
such an offence was not 
committed in South Africa, 
De. Mays replied thar 
ranturally no one deplored lynching 
more than he did, but he though 
that if he were asked to draw 
attention to the main differences 
between racial policies ia America 
land South Africa he would refer- 
to two thing. In the United 
States they haé a national govern 
‘ment which was opposed to any 
kkiad of discrimination in race. 
That could not be ssid of South 
in the United 
snot know of any

Dr J De Rbeinalt Jones, a

Take for instance a 
home, where there are children 
and step-children. It often hap- 
pens that step-children are 
ill-treated by some parents and 
they would still further be 
ill-teeated if they dared to com- 
plain outside. But they would 
nevertheless feel happy if some 
‘ue came to their aid and brought 
them relief. If somebody did 
come to their aid purely out of 
‘hurman feeling and tried first to 
bring the parents concemned to 
their senses by pursuasion and if 
the parenta resented such outside 
interference and still carried 
oo in the same way making 
the lives of the step-children 
intolerable, would not the 
outsider be justified in bringing

The deatting committee of the 
Indian Constituent Assembly, ac- 
cording 10 a Reuter’s message 
from New Delhi, fis completed 
the Indian Republican Consttu 
tion which will be inaugurated on.

Indians National by the Indian 
Governinent representatives. Re: 
fugees from Pakistan will be 
‘entitled to Indian citizenship, but 
those who left India for Pakistan 
after the partition, forfeit Indian 
nationality rights. Tei presumed 
that Indian setters ia the British 
coloaies and Dominions wil have 
citizenship rights similar ‘0 those 
Of settles in Malaya, since Com 
monvealth countries are so! 
considered “foreign.” Burma's 
750,000 Indians, almoat as many 
ia Ceylon, will have 10 
choose which citizenship they 
As to what the position of 
Indians in South Africa will be is 
riot made quite clear in the re- 
port, which states that South 
‘Aftica's 250,000 Indian will have 
fo choose between Indian citizen. 
ship and citizenship of the Union, 
ndians i South Aftica number 
280,000, not 250,000. Ninety 
per cent of them are Sowh 
Aftian born and know 0 other 
home, Theoritically they are 
Union Nationals. « The present 
Government, however, refuse to 
recognise them as such. They 
hhave all the responsibilities that 
itixenship carries with it but not 
ie rights. If they are given the 
choice there is no doubt that ax 
loyal citizens of Soutt Atriea they 
would choose citizenship of the 
Union, ‘That indeed would be 
their natural position. Teday 
they are neither here uo there, 
‘The provisions of the Indian Re- 
publican Constitution need clari- 
fication before we can express 
any opinion on them. We have 
tried to elicit’ more information 
from the office of the High Com.

Face Facts 

In otder to meet and to move 
these dangers we must first face 
facts and then work out remedies 
im accordance with the facts.

‘such ay the North Americas o 
the couutries of Western Europe, 
facts are experienced and are 
made effective through ballot: the

Civilisation is ot 4 matter of

“The man who 
Teavesa radio blaring jaz= to the 
discoratort of his fellows, of who, 
from the most intricately fitted 
imetor ei, penis ein bed 
finer of bomen, tins and. i 
boxes is civilized ‘eves though 
Ihe may have almiout limitless re 
soures* of civilisation 
pout. 
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Civilisation means personal and 
public cleanliness, personal and 
puglic boaesiy, social awareness 
and concen for the well-being of 
foe's fellows, education in the 
sense of cultivated mind ces- 
onsive to beauty and to the de- 
lights of the material word, self- 
restraint and the absence of self 
indulgence: 

‘Civilisation means also certain 
fnner spiritual qualities: compas 
tion, tolerance, a sense of Hust 
evotion to truth. 

All these things, material, 
moral and spiritual go eo. the 
‘making of civiliation, hut none is 
necessarily synonymous with 
‘white skin. There are may 
White people who ave them. 
There are also some who donot, 
and thece ate aon-White peoples 
who are notably civilised:

NON-MUSLIM PROPERTY IN “PAKISTAN 


THE Government of India have 

lodged a formal protest with 
the Pakistan Goveraatent on their 
violation of the Karachi Agree- 
‘ment on January Inst, of evacuee 
property. ‘The protest gives de- 
fails of violations by Pakistan, 
since February, particulaely im 
respect of the main point of the 
‘Agreement, which concerned the 
sale and exchange of evactiee ims 
movable property. It is stated 
that evacuee property is being 
sold by Pakistan, and the pro~ 
ceeds ‘expropriated towards the 
realisation of alleged. ducs of 
income we. Te is polated out that 
the Goverament of India sill 
lunder 90 circumstances recognise 
such aalee if and }whon a final 
settlement of the evacuee property 
question is negotiated between 
the two Dominions. 

Tewas agreed, by both Domi 
‘njons at the Inter-Dorinion Con: 
ference held in December, 1948, 
thar the property of an asiesee 
could only be attached for in 
come tx dues frost him, but it 
could aot be sold, except with the 
coment of the assesce. within, 
sous year after the saler or ex- 
changes of propesty were per:

Political observers believe, how 

that any leftist unity without 
the Socialis Party would "be ine 
complete and ineffective as a 
saational opposition (© the Con 
trees Party. They consider that 
anythiog emerging from the 
[Nagpur conference will be nothi 
‘more than an alliance of con. 
venience which ix bound t0 break 
fom conerete issues. 

Mr. Jayaprakash Nara, Jeader 
of the Indian Socialist Party, hat 
tecvntly concluded a aries of 
talks with Mr. Sarat Bose and 
other leftise leaders in Calcutta, 
‘These talks centred on three pro 











pposals—merger of all leftist parties 
into a single organisation, forma- 
tion of a bloc or consolidation 
‘committee of all, leftist jroups 
‘excluding the Communists; a0 
understanding between leftist 
organiratioas on the lasue of the 
issue of the general elections, be- 
ides the election in West Beagal 
towards the end of this year. 

‘A Socialist. Party spokesman 
said that the Party's proposal. for 
42 merger ofall organizations was 
‘ejected by other leftist elements, 
who preferred the formation of a 
bloc of a consolidation committee 
of all leftist groups. 

‘The Socialist Party's sta@ipoint, 
in opposing the consolidation 
committee plan, war that the 
patties would be keeping their 
Separate identity intact apd would 
therefore conllice with each other 
fn carrying on the membership 
campaign and other propaganda 
evivitis. 

‘On the question of an under- 
standing over the elections, the 
Socialist Party spokesman said the 
Party would ot “lose its, indi- 
vridualty and identity” even on the 

jue of election, He added: “We 
‘shall approach the electorate on 
the basis of our own policy. and 
programme.” 

Despite the Sociale Party's 
decision, Mr. Sorat Chandra 
Bose is going ahead with his 
all-leftist* unity campaign. He 
claims the backing of eighteen

cutta, besides 3 sprinkling of

vinces.

DR. BROOKES’S ADDRESS AT THE 
INTERNATIONAL CLUB 


[FV huis address to the three Joine 
Councils at the International 

Club, Durban, on Monday, 
September 26, Dr. Brookes re- 
ferred to the unusual nature oF the 
meeting and welcomed the oppor- 
tunity of addressing it, He was 
particularly glad that the three 
Joint Councils, Bantu-European, 
Todo-European and Coloured: 
European, were all represented. 
He felt that the great value of 
contact, particularly between Afri- 
‘can and Indian leadership at this 

He referred to what 4 greater 
writer once called the “present 
discontents," the worsening situa 
tion which called for an un: 
‘conquerable spirit and a firm 1 
solution never to give way. He 
pointed t» some of the “contrasts 
‘of our day; the fact, for example, 
fat never has education of the 
nnon-European been so widespread 
and never has the challenge to 
their political rights been 50 
strong. To educate and at the 
‘same time to take away. political 
rights seemed to him a fantastic 
policy. These and other pro- 
Pomls fd to be fought, but he 
‘wished to speak about building an 
well as fighting. He quoted the 
story of Nehemiah and how the 
builders of the walls of Jerusa- 
lam buile with the swords girded 
to their sides and fighting men 
immediately behind them, but 
still they buile. There was no 
stubstinute for hard creative. work, 
‘There were open doors which 
hho government could shut. 

In referring to those fields 
where non-Europeans could do 
creative work and the possibilities 
of building a beteer South Africa, 
hie laid special stress not only on 
Aicerature and the arts, but on 
science, He felt that South Africa 
was waiting for the contribution 
of n0e-Eutopeans ia pure and

First 
artivals went to a depot at the 
Bluff, and this one at the Point, 
which has been built, added to, 
and altered, must be more that 
70 years old. 

When indentured Indian 
arcived the depot was used a0 a 
clearing centre where they were 
‘medically examined, their inden 
tures repistered and passes issued 
before they were sent 0 the 
sugar estates of their employers, 

The hospital was part of = 
medical circle, “all ‘employers 
having t0 contribute ts. 9d. a 
month for medical attention for 
cach Indian employee. 

‘Although used extensively by 
the Indian population, the depot 

‘universally known ‘to Lascars 
land Goanese seamen, who are 
housed there when theie shipe are 
being fumigated, Time-expired 
crews stay in the deport before 
being repatriated to the port 
‘where they signed their articles.

We 
fare sure he would have wished 
for no action to be taken against 
the accused. Moreover, there is 
ot the slightest doube that be- 
hhind Mahatma Gandhi's death 
there was a higher hand than 
that of af an ordinary mortal. We 
must bow in reverence to that 
‘Unseen Hand and not stoop to 
the low level of adhering 10 the 
Jungle Law of takiag an eye for 
fan eye, a tooth for # tooth and a 
life for a life, 











PHOENIX SETTLEMENT 
(MANILAL GANDHI) 


TN the year 1913 shorly before 

Ihe left South Africa for good in 
191d, Mabatna Gandhi made a 
trust of his property at Phoenix, 
known as the Phoenix Settlement. 
‘The Teustees at the time were 
Dr. P. J. Mehta, Mr. H. Kallen 
bach, Me, Parace Rustomjee, Mr. 
‘Omar HA. Jhaveri and Mr. L. 
W. Ritch. Mahatma Gandhi was 
the Manager of the Trust. 

“There were at the time setters 
of the Phoeaix Settlement, some 
‘of whom had left with Mahatma 
Gandhi in 1914 for India anda 
few left a little later. In 1916 
the remaining setters found it 
difficult to conduct, paeticularly, 
the Gujarati columns! ef “Indian 
Opinion,” published by the Settle- 
ment and these Settlers (Mesars. 
‘AH. West, his sister Miss Ada

‘which had served the Indian com-

person from India whee he had 
[unched a mass campaign for 
India’s Independence. Never- 
theless, for the sake of serving 
the Indian community of Sout 


‘Africa and "Indian Opinion,’ thei 
‘only mouth-piece, he decided. to 
spare his two sous Manilal and 
Ramdas and thus both of us in 
the prime of youth left our 
parents and other relatives and 
came fo South “Africa in 
March 1916. Father ad not 
iven us any systematic school 
ing. We owed whatever we 
pomessed to what we had pick- 
‘ed up from experience, from what 
little father was able to. teach us 
snow and then during. his. spare 
‘moments, from the school eta 
shed by him at the Phoenix 
‘Settlement, whenever we were 
free from prison, where we often 
had (0 yo in connection with the 
Passive Resistance Movement, 
and from oir association with 
father's many Buropean friends. 
Equipped with this material we 
came “here. After Mahatma 
Gandhi's departure Phoeuie was 
suffering Bnancial lor and the 
minds of the remaining setters 
were unsettled. ‘Their children 
had grown up anil they. were 
anxious that they should be given 
proper literary education. They 
‘were not able to continue the life 
‘of renunciation and to live in 
Phoenix provided only with the 
bare necessities of life. They 
were anxious to improve their 
economic conditions as others 
were then doing, for which 
they were able 10 8ee no scope at 
Phoenix. They were therefore 
disinclined co remain there. My 
brother Ramdat did not feel 
happy in South Africa and he 
‘went away to India in 1920, 1 
somehow put up with the stresses 
and rain and remained in 
Phoenix. Me. West in those days 
used to write for the English 
‘columns of ‘Indian Opinion’ and 
Lused to sic up all night with 2 
dictionary translating ‘thers into 
Gujarati, Ia 1918 Me, West and 
the emaining setters decided 10 
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leave Phoenix. They went t 
Durban and opened up a com- 
‘mercial printing office there. Mr, 
West, however, continued he 
management of the Phoenix 
Settlement and the editing of 
“fadian: Opinion’ from Durban, 
‘This went on for some time 
‘out the increasing work in. his 
‘own printing offtce demanded 
more of his attention, 1, t90, begaa 
to get more experience in the 
political affairs of the Indian 
‘community. On some matters the 
views of Mr. West and mine 
differed and the differences began 
fo increase and at times. they 
‘lashed and so in 1919 Me. West 
ceased t0 continue the editorial 
sesponubility of ‘Tadian Opinion.” 
Thad aot yet got command over 
my pen in the English language 
land had 10 seek outside aid. 
failed to find anyone who could 
‘write with cegularity and with 
subility, both of which were 
‘essential to tun a paper. Sheer 
necessity in the end drove me to 
rely'on my own pen and 1 have 
continued to do so ever since. 1 
know I have often faltered and 
am faltering even to-day. But 1 
hhave lept before me father’s pria~ 
ciple of Truth and 1 have tried 
to adhere to it to the beat of my 
ability. Tam conscious of my 
shortcomings and I-ever pray to 
God for Forgiveness and 10 lead 
sme to the right path. 

Thhix much of my own life has 
incidentally Gallen from my pen 
for which Thope the seader will 
forgive me. 

Tn the course of time the 
Teuntees began to drop. one by 
fone, ‘The first one to go'was Dr. 
BL J, Mehta, theo Mr. Parsee 
Rustomjee and thes Me. Omar 
Thaveri. Death fad snatched 
‘them away fro ax. Those who 
remained were Mr. Kallenbact, 
Me, Ritch and Mahatma ‘Gandhi. 
We have since tort Mey Kallen- 
bach and Mahatma Gandhi, Mr. 
Ritch to whom “Tadian Opinion’ 
i greatly indebted for his enniob- 
ling contributions which, be bas 
been sending sequlaely even in 
this failing health. Me. Ritch is 
now aver eighty years of age and 
we can only pray that God may 
in His merey keep him in good 
health to complete the full span 
of fife and continue 10 give 1x 
the benefit of his knowledge and 
wisdom. This is by the way. 
To. come to the point, in 
1945 when I went 10 India and 
was able ta spend some'time with 
‘Mahatma Gandhi I took the 
opportunity of discussing with 

‘mo matters copcerning the 
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Phoenix Settlement Trust and as 
arent of our talks fe deafied 
fo envther deed making setsn 
Bierstions to tbe old eve.

So the formation of a 
world government, provided it 
‘was not’ a world tYranny, would 
Be a deciive step towards the 
abolition of war. But the nations

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are changed. ‘Today, the inhabi- 
tants of foreign nations, still more 
the governments of foreign States; 
are regarded by rhe vast majority 
of mankind with suspicion, i

of the League of Nations ten 
Sears ago, might well be adequate 
for the ‘preveryation of inter 
‘national peace if machinery were 
the only need. But it is not.

which its teasaces of literature,

Western civilisation further 
stands for certain principles of 
political orgawination a certain 
tempo of outlook on political life 
Te stands for democratic principles 
Which demand in every state 
claiming to belong to the Wester: 
‘world, except Souily Africa, that 
men and women should aot be 
permanently debarred from the 
frauchive on grounds of, | for 
example, race, Which they caavo!

New York on Novernber 4 on

‘Some of the weapons are aimed 
ireely at them, in the immediate 
physical uense—and children lose 
their lives, their eyesight, their 
arms and legs and mental facul- 
tes, just a if they were soldiers, 

These are not the only child 
victims, for every weapon fially 
hae the same target, The very 
existence of a tank means there 
face fewer boes and scythes and 
ractors—and less food for the 
children, Even before the guns 
start firing, the arithmetic of war 
ie harsh, | More soldier—and 
fewer men to Gill the fields, build 
the homes and get the fuel to 
kreep thei warm. 

Grown-ups always seem to be 
taken by surprise, when the shoot- 
ing is over. When the dead and 
ippled soldiers are counted, itis 
discovered thar fathers have been 
eat, and these unnatural beings 
known at orphans have been 
created, to the everlasting busmilia- 
tion of the human race.

Social And Group 
Aspect 

There can be no doube that 
problems that confront us today 
Ihave both an individual - and 
social anpect, Let us, for example, 
take the case of corruption. It 
true that if everyone refused 10, 
five oF take bribes, cormuptoin 
will automaticaly cease. The 
same will be the ease with black- 
marketing. If no one purchases 
jn the blackmarket and 90 one 
sells therein, it will disappear. 
‘This is certainly one approach to 
the problem: it in the individual 
Approach. But there i another 
aspect of the problem-the social 
‘and group aipect—which 100 
must be tackled, if we are 10 get 
adequate resulta, Te ie truey 34 
we have said, that individuals 
constitute society and when every 
individual akes ‘cate of himself, 
society is automatically cared for. 
That is how the totalitatians of 
the last cenrary argued, and pre- 
‘vided 2 philosophic justifcation 
for the capitalist moralists. This 
Philosophy, as experience ha 
shown, often works vowarda 
“everybody for himself andthe 
‘evil take the hindermost."" How 
‘ever a reformer who really means 
business and is Hot caught in the 
maze of words, has to look 10 
both the aspects of the question 
He cannot afford to clone hie e\e= 
40 the individual or fo the group, 
He must work of both the fronts, 
specially 40, if the problems are 
urgent and cangot brook delay. 

If we look 18 history, we find 
that no reformer has. succeeded 
‘without an integrated effort t0 ¢e= 
form the individual and the group. 
In his ‘Republic,’ whieh deals 
both with virtue #4 the individual 
and the State, Plato says that the 
Problems of the state cannot be 
solved, unless philosophers be- 
‘came Kings oF kings became philo- 
sophers. This is the only way of 

1 proplem of reform of 
individual and. the. group, 
Unless both sides are tackled, 
there can be no lasting reform. 
Individuals may be refined and 
‘good, bur ifthe group is motivated, 
bby passion and! hate, individuals 
‘00 will ultimately deteriorate by 
the overpowering weight of the 
group of which they are the 
‘organic part, On the other kind 
whatever political’ and external 
devices may be introduced, they 
‘will fil, if the individual's heart 
‘and mind are not reformed, The 
The ‘Germans 35 individuals are 
an intellectually refined and. cul- 



































tured people, but as 4 nation they 
‘were dominated by lust of power 
and race hatred. The result was 
that they as individuals were 
Drutatised and were responsible 
for atrocities that would shame 
even barbarians. On the other 
hand, in India, we have the ex- 
ample of great moral and religious 
reformers, influencing for the good, 
of individuals, while political hfe 
‘rough centusies kept deteriora 
ting. The result has been ulti- 
mately disastrous for individual 
morals to0. The individual and 
the group are organically con- 
nected and thete must, therefore, 
he simultaneous effort to. refores 
both. ‘The reformer by hi ex 
hhortation to the individual creates 
the atmosphere for social action 
land the State comes in to reform 
society, through ity external 
machilecy of law and administra 
tion, Either the wo functions 
must be performed by the same 
authority or there must exist 
thorough understanding and eo 
‘operation between the two. 








The prophets and reformers 
five us principles, They give us 
values and ideologies, “They re- 
form the individual, But pein: 
ciples and values have to be given 
a material medium, for the many 
to work through, Ours is not 3 
world of pure epirit. It may be 
thar there are other worlds where 
there iy no need for the spicit to 
hhave 2 material medi t0 express 
and. unfold itself. Bot in. this 
‘world of ours matter and body are 
tno Jess necessary than the spirit 
Both must work together. The 
reformers ‘and prophets throgh 
theie teachings give us moral laws 
and principles that affect the lives 
fof individuals, Social and_ po 
tical organisations and authority 
provide wt with material frames 
for the working of the moral 
principles. On rare cccations and 
{in ease of exceptional geniuses ure 
the moral and political functions 
‘combined. We have then spit 
tualised politics. 

Centuries apo we had a ruler 
like Ascka, Recently we have the 
‘example of Gandhi, On the o 
hhand he, by his principles, sought 
0 reform and elevate the life and 
character of individuals, and’ on 
the other, by his spiritualised 
politics, he tried to. raise the 
roup. Moral preachiags and 
Practice went side by side with 
political organisation. The quues- 
tion of the national slavery could 
not have been tackled and solved, 
if like vome of the old prophets 
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Gandhifi had coufined his energies, 
efforts and exhortations for the 
seform of the individual slone, 
leaving society and the State to 
be indirectly affected, All his 
effort was to organise the reformed 
individual and ot 10 leave hien 
enticely to his own meagre re- 
sources and effort.

UN LEADERS HAIL HUMAN RIGHTS 
DECLARATION 


ALTHOUGH only a year has 

passed since the UN General 
‘Assembly adopted the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights, 
the declaration has already taken 
effect in the thinking of men and 
women throughout the world, 
according 10 Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

‘Mrs. Roosevelt, who, as chair- 
sun of the UN Human Rights 
‘Commission, was instrumental in 
securing adoption of the declara- 
tion, expressed this opinion in an 
address at Carnegie Hall on the 
December 10 anniversay of its 


“Forty-eight mations voted to 
accept the Universal Declaration 
and to try to acquaint their people 
‘with its contents and to live up to 
the standards contained theres a8 
‘nearly as possible,” Mrs. Roosevelt 
aid. “That means that all over 
the world people are now be- 
coming acquainted with that 
document. Acceptance of the 
declaration, she said, is “one of 
the things most important 10 
‘democracy everywhere.” 
“Democracy, most prove, “that it 
fhas due consideration for the 
rights and freedoms of the 
fndividual. A charter of human 
fights can only be written ina 
and” where’ democracy reigns 
because yovernment cannot impose 
such a charter. The people rust 
‘accept and respect these rights 
fod freedoms in cheit own com 
‘munities and in their own lives 
and thereby create countries and 
in time a world where such free- 
dons are a reality.” 

Carlos P. Romulo of the 
Pultippiness, prenident of the 


General Aniembly) destribed the 


declaration as “a tremendous aid 
active force” which had brought 
hope 0 people throughout the 
‘world. He aaid it represents two 
thing—a common agreement = 
to what rights eyeryone every 
‘where must haye"—and also "4 
standard by which we ean jude 
‘ourselves as nations." 


“Already this declaration is « 
tremendous and active force 
Romulo sid, “I has renewed 
and revitalized the hope of billion 
fand assured them that the UN 
does mean nothing t them. It 
is now being quoted by men and 
women who cry out against 
fmtolerance and injustice. In 
short time, it will become part ot 
the common heritage of all 
people: 


Trygve Lie, UN Secretary 
General, also hailed the decla:s 
tion as bringing tiope to a war 
weary world, but warned tsi 
action to implement i¢ was nce 
“Ic remains forall nations work 
towards the fulfilment of ihe 
hopes of the declaration,” ‘he 
amerted.

Special Features 


‘The Conmitution is that of 2 
Federation—the Union, and the 
States. The legislative powers of 
these have bees enumerated in 
wo different lists; and there is 
also a concurrent list. The powers 
of the Centre range over avery 
Wide field. In casen of emergency 
the Union is to have its powers 
very much extended, inclading 
the power to make laws for the 
whole, oF any part, of the tersi- 
tory of India, "This provision is 
‘meant to guard against external 
invasion and internal disturbances. 

Another notable feature of the 
Constitution is the provision for 
joint electorates, which will lay 
the foundation for real communal 
harmony. There will be no re- 
‘servation of seats on a communal 
basis, exept for Harjans and some 
tribal people (Adivasi) on account 
‘oftheis backwardness. 

‘Then, again, the marvellous, 
peaceful manner in which Sarda 
Patel has tackled the question of 
States has reduced the number of 
‘States from about 600 to about a 
dozen States and States Unions 
which are being brought on a par 
With the Provinces with regard to 
standards of administration. 

‘The introduction of adult fran- 
chise io a tremendous experiment. 
‘Out of the total population of 317 
millions in the present-day India, 
not les than 160° millions will 
have the right to vote under the 
new franchise. 

‘The language of the Union will 
bbe Hindi written in the Devana- 
iri sceipe. For a period of 15 
years English will continue t©

P. Patel, who is from ‘Karnatak 
‘This move is being criticised by 
all sober-minded Congresimen 35 
lunwise and inopportune. The 
Congress daily, ‘Bharat,’ of Bors 
bay dubs it as “reprehensible, 
Delhi i in no mood t9 yield to 
such threats. The difficulty ia 
the unification of Karnatak is that 
the bulk of the Karnada-speaking 
Population that live ia Mysore

Meine Kravehutzki (Germany) 
told of the defeat of General 
Kapp's attempt in 1920 to seize 
the German Government by 
military force. A complete 
feeneral strike paralysed this 
military invasion, and Kapp's 
soldiers were laughed off the 
streets by the women of Berlin. 
“Freedom from fear” was, in 
Kraschutaki's view, the most im- 
portant requisite for the peace- 
maker 

Several other delegates gave 
examples of non-violent resistance 
to Nazism, both in Germany and 
ia cccupied countries. Dr. 
Walter Zander expecially recalled 
the persecution that took place 
when Hitler came to power.” He 
“iressed.the fact that the German 
Pacts were the first victims of 
the Nacis and. many suffered 
martyrdom for their faith. The 
‘persecution of the Jews oaly came 
Second to that directed against 
German peace-makers. 

He further explained the atieude 
fof the Jews under racial oppres- 
sion and gave one inspiring 
example of the reconciliation, 
He spoke of Chief Rabbi Beck of 
Berlin, who suffered deportation 
‘until the liberation of his concen 
tration camp by the Allies and is 
now devoting himself to relief 
activities amongst the Arab re- 
fugees in Palestine, Tc was this 
work which had prevented hin 
from coming to the World Pacifist 
Meeting. The delegates enthus- 
jastically applauded the example 
thus set by a Jewish victim of 
persecution. 

The meeting, pursuing ite 
‘enquiries, will resume tomorrow 
with the discussion of experiences 
of pacifists in occupied countries. 

‘The question of the invitation 
to Pandit Nehru to attend one of 
the sesions at Sevagram came 
before the Conference on Sunday 
‘moroing. As the appropriateness 
fof. a vist fo a pacifist conference 
by any statesman under atmed 
‘protection had sleeady been raised, 
the mater was fully discuwed. 
‘The ‘Conference decided hat 
Pandit Nehru should be ua- 
reservadly welcomed to the Meet- 
fing. Tt recognised that there are 
fundamental diferences of opinion 
betweea pacitists and others about 
aemed protection, but’ it also 
teconised hat ic was for the 
Provincial Government 0 deter: 
‘mine what measures they abould 
take for the safety of the Prime 
Minister. 

‘The subject of pacifier ia 
Japan was then opened by De, 

‘Tomko Wada Kora; a member of 
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the Upper House jo the Japanese 
Legislature, Dr. Kora read many 
smesages, including leters from 
the Mayors of Hiroshima and 
[Nagasali, expeessing the goodwill 
of many im Japan towards the 
‘World Mecting of Pacts. Dr. 
‘Kora said thar there were at least 
1300 caves of religious pacifias in 
Japan who were persecuted during 
the war, 

Tn answer to questions Dr. 
Kora referred to the snanimous 
decision of the Japanese Const 
‘went Assembly that Japan should 
femain permanently an unarmed 
‘State. The Japanese Premier had 
personally stated his view that this 
‘was a fight decision, and a recent 
Straw ballot had shown 75 per 
‘cent majority in favour of this 
policy. Nevin Sayee (USA), 
hairman of the International 
Fellowship of Reconciliation sup- 
plemented Dr. Kora's account by 
Observations made on 4 tecent 
visit to Japan, when he had the 
‘opportuaity of meeting the Esi- 
‘peror, General Mac Arthue and a 
lage’ qumber of Japanese from 
‘every walk of life, “His impres- 
Siont on this visit had been that = 
‘miracle of reconciliation had oc- 
‘curred, in contrast to the bitter- 
‘ess of the war years. He believed 
that a genuine desire to live in 
‘peace had entered deeply into the 
spirit of post-war Japan, where 
the American occupation had been 
carried out without a single act of. 
violence. This he attributed 
partly (0 the courage of the Em 
‘peror in defying the military caste 
‘when be insisted upon surrender- 
ing to the Americans, and partly 
to the fact the Americans landed 
‘without rifles. Nevin Sayre ended 
with a warning that the present 
rood of the Japanese eight 
change. The best conditions for 
‘reconciliation existed now, but 
might not contieue if the oppor- 
tunities were waisted. 

P.M. Sekiya (Japan) agreed 
that the American cecupation of 
Japan was reputed to be the best 
‘example of a military occupation 
im history, So it might ‘be, but 
that war no reason for wishiog 
10 continue. “He himself would 
wish it to end to-morrow. 

Many questions were. asked, 
indicating tome doubt 32.10. the 
source of the apparently wide 
srowth of pacifam in Japan. In 
contrast to. previous reports De. 
Amniya Chakravarty described. the 
situation an one of ‘total paralysis.” 
He had recently visited Japan aod 
ound the people courteous, be: 
cause it was part of their culture 
fo be 0; but he believed they 
‘were cowed by force rather than 
converted to a pacific view of life, 
‘Dr. Chakravarty opoke with shame 
‘of certain things to which his 
attention had been drawn, These

‘The afternoon discussion was 
brought to.a fitting close by ‘Sei 
Manilal Gandhi, the son of the 
‘Mahatiad. “The mastery of self," 
‘he sd, “in the crux of the whole 
‘question before wi Ie isthe eg, 
that one must get rid of, That is 
the extence of pacifism. J am 
‘only a humble servant trying 10 
follow the footsteps of my Father. 
God wants us to bumble ourselves 
‘to the dust. This cannot be done 
‘without the grace of God, and the 
Brace of God can come upon tx 
cnly by Prayer. Father aulfered 
fn the Heah ia order that the light 
fmight shine out to the mames. 
He fasted for others, but we must 
do penance for ourselves. Tt 
would suggest that at) Sevagram 
‘we undergo 7 days’ fasting and 
prayer. Without the grace of God 
aod without humility we. can 
Achieve nothing. 

‘The Conference was, deeply 
moved by thin contribution froce 
Mahatma Gandhi's son and the 
sestion closed with a period of 
silence. 

‘Aspecial evening session. was 
‘held on Sunday the deh December 
‘to consider further the question 
‘of pacifism in the occupied;coun- 
tries where totalitarianism had, 
been overthrown as a result of 
the War Prof’'Shriman Narayan 
‘Agacval said be had found = 
frenuine change of heart in Japan, 
‘but not in Germany where 99 pet 
cent ofthe people would, welcome 
the return of Hitler. This state- 
‘ment was disputed by Heinz 
‘Keaschutzki (Germany) who poin- 
ted out that Hitler never had 
that number of followers and 
hat the rapid decline of Naziem 
had been one of the things that 
‘moat surprised him on his return 
to Germany after the war. Proof. 
‘Nirmal Kumar Bose drew atten- 
‘om to the fact that all the crimes 
‘of the contending Nations were 
part of a universal guilt of which 
all must bear the burden. 

‘The next speaker was Diderich 
Lund, the Norwegian delegate 
who was sent by his Government 
1 the liberated but totaly de 
stated area of Finmatk in North 
Norway to direct reconstruction 
work till the end of 1947. He 
spoke of the son-military aipect 
‘of tbe resistance movement in 
Norway during the German 
‘cccupation. Action was at 
best when carried out openly —for 
cexaimple, when the teachers and 
‘minister of religion opealy 
‘preached against Nazism, Summ- 
ing up his criticisms of the cenis- 
tance movement, Diderich Lund 
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‘tid it would have been better had 
they showed thesmelves more 
friendly 0 individual Germans 
and less obedient 0 orders. The 
war had left many bad effects on 
the country—more anti-semitism, 
2 great bitterness towards ex: 
‘Quislings’ and a fear of Con 
munism. Diderich Lund, whom 
the Nazis put in Jail, from which 
bbe escaped to England, mention- 
‘ed the death of one of his brothers 
in 4 Nasi prison and referred t0 
the execution by Nazis of the Nor- 
weeian Pacifist Leader Olaf 
Kullmase, 

‘Dr. Beatson Tseng, Professor 
Emerinus of the University of 
Hunan, then gave some account 
fof the situation ia China. The 
Chinese tad the technique of 
‘waiting, 2nd in the end China had 
senerally absorded her conquerors. 
Fortunately most of her contacts 
tad been with civilistions inferior 
to her own—Indis was an excep. 
tion, but China had never any 
quarrel witn Indiat Generalissimo 
Chiang, Kai-Sheke tad exempted 
Chinese Quakers from Military 
Service. Later all teachers and
